St. Louis, Mo., I>a»eemher 30. — Judge Joseph A. 
Mnrpliy. geui-ral inanagi-r of the Cuiversal Exposi- 
tion Foiii|.aiiy. lias drawn U|i a racing bill that will 
Im? iiitrajaliieeal in lha- .Missouri la-gislature in Jaun- 
ar.v. The Idll provida-s for llmilcal iiia-etings, witli 
|iari-iiiiitiiel IM-Itiiig, and a stalix eommissiou ta» 
liaiialle the entire projiusitiuii. 

JiM-ke.v Frank O'Xeill, who is now the leading rider 
of the Freucli turf, i.s devilling iiart of his bolida.r 
visit to his old home here to eulighteuing the reaal- 
a-rs of .\ma-ria-an paiM-rs as to the advantages raa.-ing 
ciijo.vs in France.

Each iierson puts 
lip an aspial amount and nninlM-rs to a-orres|M>nd to 
Ho- nniiilM-rs of the liorsa-s on tlie program are 
Hirown inlo a hat anal drawn hv lot. The persoa 
drawing the niiiiilier of tlie winning horse takes the

"The pari-mutuel is nothing more than a big hat 
paM.1, exce|il tliat more than one ticket i.-an lie held 
am ame liorae and the association taka>s out a per- 
centage of the |Mil for the raee fuml. lu France 
7 per cent, is taken out, a part of which giia-s to 
llie goveriiuieiit for the improvement of the l.reed 
of liorsa-s. Tile French goveriiment owns over otW 
.staltioiis, which are nsasl to hra-eal cavalry burses, 
with the pa-snit that the French army is the best 
iiiiHiiitaMi ill the w<M-ld. The |iari-iiintiiel machines 
are a mea-bank-al a-ontrivanee for tlu- purpose of 
iiiaiia-aliiig to the pnlilie the niimlier of tickets sold 
on eaeh horsa-.
